Wl.lhlnai.on D. C-—Gﬂnsraily pros-
perous conditions are reported
throughout the Paclfic Coast In the
federal reserve monthly bulletin, Of
conditions on the north coaat, the bul
letin says:

“Grain erops, though of leas than
the usual volume, are commanding
stch prices that the money returns
are above the normsl. Although there
have been large shipments of wheat
by rail from the Paclfic Northwest to
the east, many farmers have not yet
sold, holding in the expectation of
higher prices. The barley crop fell
conslderably short of the earlier esth
mates, but with the carry-over there
were approximately 860,000 tons (near-
1y 16,000,000 bushels) beyond domes-
tle requirements and avsilable for ex-
port, Prices are $8 and §10 » ton
higher than last year.

"The apple crop of California, Ore-
gon and Washington {5 cstimated at
5,800,000 barrels, which s a little
above mormal. The quality Is excep-
tional and high prices are ruling,

“Hops will yield about 280,000 bales,
or 20,000 bales more than last year.
This {a far in excess of domestic re-
quirements, The Hritlsh embargo on
exports haa affected prices most un-
favorably, bids of 10 to 12 centa com-
paring, for example, with 43% cents
in 1911

“The salmon pack of the Paclfic
Coast, including Alaskas, is about 20
per cent below mormal, A leading

packer says that from the gellers’|——

point of view the salmon.markets of
the world are in better condition than
at any time egince 1000.

“Mining continues Its great activity,
with expanding output.

“There has been no material change
In the unsatisfactory condition of the
lumber industry, lack of transporis-
tion facilities being the greatest handi-
cap. Ships for the lumber trade, with
an aggregate carrying capaocity of 40,
000,000 feet, are now building on this

Tacoma Blecric Car Jumps Track;

Tag¢oma, Wash—More than a score
of persons were Injured, three of them
serionsly, when the Tacoma-Seattle
Limited on the Puget Sound Electrle
company’s line ran Into en open switch
and went into the diteh at Willows
Junction, one mile east of the city, at
b o'clock Tuesday aflernoomn.

The two coaches comprising the
train were badly splintered and a coal
#ghed was demolished when the rear
car struck it ms It turned over, Offi-
ciale of the company refuse to make &
statement as to the responsibility for
the accident until after an ipvestige-
tion. The sériously injured were taken
to hospitals in Tacoma, except Mrs,
McLean, who Insisted on belng taken
to her home In Beattle on the train
tollowing.

Runaway Car Kills 2; Injures 30.

Cleveland.—Two persona were kill-
ed and more than 30 are in hospitals
k8 the toll of a bridge tragedy here
when two strestears collided on the
Went Third street bridge, causing It
to collapse and precipitate the cars
40 feet to the Baltimore & Ohio rall-
road tracks below. There were 40
persons on one car and 20 on the other.

The dead are Mrs, Clara Dille,‘n
passenger, and Otto Borchert, motor-
man

The accident oocurred when a south-
bound Scranton road car carrying a
crowd of women shoppers brolie awny
from the motorman on & hill and tore
down on the north approach to the
bridge Just as & mnorth-bound car
reached the same point, The runa-
way car jumped the track and struck
the northbound ecar. The combined
welght of the two cars and the shock
of the collision was too much for the
wooden bridge, which sagged and then
gave way,

Edna Waddington, a telephona oper-
ator, employed by the Erle raliroad,
saw the accldent from where she sat
at her switchboard and turned in a
cull for ambulances, doctors and the
fire department.

Nations Protest Acts of Mexico.

Washington, D. C.—8trong protests
have been made (o the state depart-
ment by the British and French em-
bassies against the action of the Car-
raoza government in Mexico in seizing
the assets of British and French bank-
ing Institutions im the Mexican capl-
tal. These banks are closed as the re-
sult of the Carranza decrees, and it
Is declared that the interests of British
and French stockholders have been
seriously affected. So for the siate
department has given no Indication of
what It will do.

Many Mexicans Starving.

Laredo, Tex.—Daplorable conditions
*lexiat In Lampazos, 80 miles south of
the border in_ Nuevo Leon, where 20
deaths from starvation occurred in two
days, scoording to reports received
here. At least hall of the crops have
bean confiscated by the government
for military purposes, The poorer
women in Lampazos are unable
clothe themselves properly, and chil-
dren of both sixes are virtually naked.

The
shell entered the house through a wall
of the gecond story, ploughed through
the second floor and came out near the
ground floor through the rear porch.

SHIPPING COMBINE
FORMS ON COAST

Two Largest Companies Unite for Im-
provement of Public Service.

THIRTEEN STEAMERS INCLUDED

President of New Company Declares
Great Increase of Trade yl_akes
Move Almost Necessity.

Seattle~Merger of the Paclfic
Const Steamship company and the Pa.
cific Alaskns Navigation company lnto
a-new steamship company to be known
as the Pacific Steamship company s
announced here.

The merger, affecting 13 large pas-
senger and frelght stenmahips of the
Pacific Const Steamshlp company and
nine of the Pacific Alaskn Navigation
company, will go into effect November
1. The merger was ratiffed by the
boards of directors of the Pacific Coast
company and the Pacific Alaska Navi-
gation company, the former meeoting
in New York and the latter in Tacoma.

The financial detalls of the merger
weara not glven out in the announce.
ment here, but the vessels involved
are sald to be valued at more than
$12,000,000,

In making the announcement, Man-
ager A. F. Halnes of the Pacifle Alas.
ka Navigation company, gave out the
following statement prepared by Pres-
ident H, F. Alexander:

“The Paciflic Steamship company
has been formed by the Pacific Coast
Steamship company and the Pacific:
Alaska Navigation company to operate
along the entlre Pacific Coast, includ-
ing Alaska, with the further purpose
of extending ita wervice In other direo-
tions, and has mads arrangements to
operate all of the vessels of the Paeific
Coast company and the Pacific-Alaska
Navlgation compuny,

“In view of the great scarcity of ves-
sels on the Pacific Coast, due to the
greater demand for them In other
trades, and the lnability to secure ad:
ditionsl vessels undér existing condl-
tlons for the trade of the Pacific
Const, the Pacific Coast company nnd
the Pacific Alsska Navigation com-
pany, after carefully considering the
sltuntion, have declded that they can
beat serve the intercsts of the publie
with more efficlen. service and more
frequent sallings by operating the two
fleets under & management that will
eliminate the disadvantages to tho
traveling and shipping public which
necessarily attend the operation of the
two [leets separately."”

Mexican Commissioners Demand
Withdrawal of American Troops

New London, Conn—The fat has
besn thrown Into the fire, so far as
the American and Mexican commis-
sloners are concerned, by develop
‘:[mmtu which took place here Thurs-
ay.

The Mexican commisasloners preeipl-
tated a situntion which bodes il for
success unless Preslident Wilson
should back down.

Aoting under instructions from Gen-
eral Carranza, they demanded that
General Pershing's troops be with-
drawn. The Amerlean commissionera
flatly refused to do anything of the
kind.

The commissioners insisted their
government could not consent to pro-
tracted negotiations so long as Amer-
lean soldiers were In occupation of
Mexican territory. The American
commissioners inquired if Genaral
Carranza were reéady with troops to
ogcupy the territory which, if the Mex-
fean demand were heeded, Gensral
Pershing would evacuate.

The Mexican commissloners declin:
ed to hind thelr government to any
econdition, holding that as ‘s matter of
right they were justified in requiring
General Pershing to leave thelr couns
try, and as & matter of justice, of
friendship, Presldent Wilson ought not
to hesitate In directing him to return
north of the border.

Here the matter rests. The Amerl
can commisaloners forwarded t(he
facts to Seoretary Lansing, who will
submit the report to the president for
hin decision,

Demand for Horses for Furope
Continues; Supply Seems Endless

Denver, — Contloned demand for
Americin  horses by Britlsh  and
Frenoh governmenta for use on Buro-
pean battlefields has robbed “broncho-
busting" of its glamour and reduced
that time-honored industry and fea.
ture of frontier celebrations to the
level of mere drudgery.

Hundreds of horses from all seo-
tlons of the Rocky stountain region
are bought for Buropean export at the
Denver stockyards dally, mnd many
other hundreds are rejected, Each
animal must be mounted and ridden
ad part of the Inspection, and noted
riders from many Western sintes are
amployed in the work. Well-known
“busters” who have won champion-
ghips in the past now are riding as
many as 50 horses a day.

The supply of “gun fodder,” as the
riders call the horpes, seems unend-
ing, The wstandard of réquirements
was lowered somewhat when receipts
began falling off, and horsea are belog
pecopted now that were rejected for
merly. Shipments cootinue to be
heavy, and weekly purchases often
run into the thousands.

About Oregon
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Oregon Has Overlooked Many

Valuable Permanent Resources
University of Oregon, Eugene —
Among the coming great industries of
Oregon, H, B. Miller classes flax grow-
ing, milk condensing, manufacture of
fertilizer, ralsing of broceoli, and
manufactures from lumber. Mr. Miller
is director of the state university
school of commerce, which makes in-
vestigations of markets and possibili-
ties for Industries.

Broecoll he pronounced well adapted
to the Willametle valley climate, an
exeellent shipper, and usabls when all
other green vegetables are gone.

The sources of fertillzer may be
two: from the nitrogen of the alr and
from the béds of certain wouth central
Oregon lakes, notably Summer and
Abert lakes.

For the manufacture of fertilizer
from the alr, Mr. Miller sald great
development of Oregon's 1,260,000 idle
horsepower would be necessary; and
this horscpower, he sald, would play
the greatest part in fature economic
growth.

“Oregon made & great mistake when
it went extensively into the appla busl-
ness,” sald Mr, Miller, "Orcgon's spe
clnl adaptation to apples was skilled
Inbor, Skilled labor s trapsferable,
and no today other sections nearer the
big markets are producing as good
frult ms Oregon, with Oregon unable
to meet the competition becauss of
transporiation.”
